The Battle of Chippewa

enemy completely from Canadian eoll, cap¬ 
tured tha United State# Port Niagara at the 
mouth of the Niagara River, which It held 
through the remainder of the war, and ewept 
the whole United State# bank of the Niagara 
River. This was a notable achievement, but 
in 1$ 14 the weight of nugibers from the United 
State* began to tell again. In the whole penin¬ 
sula and Western Ontario (leneral Drummond 
had lea* than 4.600 troop* and they were scat¬ 
tered^, over great distance* aa garriaona—a 
thousand* at York (now Toronto), flv* hundred 
et Burlington Heights, a thousand at Fort 
George on the Canadian aide at the mouth of 
the Niagara River, seven hundred at the Amer¬ 
ican Fort Niagara, three hundred at Queen*- 
ton. five hundred at Chippewa above the Fall*, 
one hundred and seventy at Fort Erie, opposite 
Buffalo, two hundred and fifty at I#ong Point 
away to the westward on Lake Erie. 

The American General Brown had been re¬ 
cently given command of the army along th#

the approve! of the electors in by-elections. Our 
contemporary at that time did not venture , to 
suggest that members of the entire government 
as forming a new government should appeal 
to the electors, and if anybody else had made 
the suggestion it would have scouted it as 
ridiculous. 

"There are not a few other instances m this 
Province in which similar Cabinet shuffles have 
been made without involving elections, the 
succession of Hon. James Dunsmuir by Hen. 
E. G. Prior being one particularly in point At 
Ottawa there are many more. When Mr. 
Meighen succeeded Sir Robert Borden as 
Prime Minister of Canada, although he re¬ 
tained most of the Borden Government, there 
weie no elections except in the cases of those 
Ministers who were taken in from the outside. 
More than that, although the Borden Govern¬ 
ment had been elected in 191'. as a Unionist 
Government by both Conservative and Liberal 
voters. Mr. Meighen chanted it into a straight 
Conservative Government without seeking the 
approval of the electors While Mr. Meighen 
might have been morally bound to seek the 
endorsement of the electors there was no con¬ 
stitutional obligation upon him tn do so.

SENSE OF PROPORTION 


P RESUM ABLY because he had failed in 
A his entrance examinations a fourteen- 
year-old boy living on • farm near Belleville. 
Ontario, took Paris Green and died a few 
hours afterwards. 

Towards the latter pert of last year a hoy 
of seventeen put an end to hia lift because ea 
Ontario farmer, with whom he had been 
placed by the Department at Ottawa which 
deals with youthful migration schemes, had 
punished him. This boy's name was Bul- 
pitt and a number of OH Country—and 
some Canadian—newspapers used the incident 
as a text to stir up hostility towards Canadian 
migration. 

About the time when The Star and The 
Daily News—of London—were devoting a 
fair amount of space to the Bulpitt incident a 
youngster of sixteen tied himself to a bed post 
in Southwest London and choked to death. 

These incidents are extremely painful and 
are to be deplored: but the point to be re¬ 
membered is that boys in presumably com¬ 
fortable surroundings are liable to fall victims 
to moods with disastrous results. 

Neither Canadian nor Old Country news¬ 
papers will use the Belleville tragedy as an 
argument against Canadian migration.

Coincident with 
the Inauguration of the Dawes plan 
there may arise another most .Im¬ 
portant development in Eu r opea n 
politics— the raising of tbe League of 
. Nations to a much more commanding 
position than It now occupies. 

Ths British press la anticipating 
that ths visit of Pramler Ramsay 
MacDonald and Premier Edouard 
Harriot to Geneva In September will 
be much more than a mere courtesy 
call and la beginning seriously to 
consider the course of subsequent 
events.

London, July 6—Th* triumph ©f a 
youthful British architect was 
crowned last week by the consecra¬ 
tion of th* Liverpool Cathedral. In 
the presence of King George and 
Queen Mary.

Kundarao Oaek war died la 1171. 
He waa far from tbe worst of Baro- 
da‘s rulers and equally far from the 
best of them. He was a semi-bar¬ 
barian and yet aped western civilisa¬ 
tion and refinement. His favorite 
mode of executing prisoners was by 
having the head placed on a block 
and crushed by the tread of a trained 
elephant. He rejoiced in witnessing 
tbe spectacle and indulged in tbe 
amusement to 1949 when good coun¬ 
sel prevailed and the practice ceased. 
He was officially dubbed "the favored 
son of the British Empire” and his 
subjects doubtless thought the honor 
was tbe least that could be said, 
seeing what they bad paid to win 
the favor.

Peishwa, and the Empress oif Delhi 
repudiated the arrangement mode 
with PelaJI, whose army, however, 
quickly settled the question. He 
backed his military efforts by the 
more peaceful methods of perfidy and 
treachery, and as peace hath victories 
not less renowned than war, the be- 
lr *y*l of his ally, end other treacher¬ 
ies. brought their reward hy new dig¬ 
nities and titles and finally by being 
allowed to occupy the gadi of Baroda, 
the district wherein he made the col¬ 
lections. Oadl means cushion, signi¬ 
fying that its occupant is feudatory 
to the Peishwa who site on a throne. 
Thus PelaJI became the first ruler of 
Its rods, the first Gaekwar of Baroda. 
This waa shortly • after 1711. His 
occupancy of the gadi. however, was 
metaphysical as he never actually 
sat upon the cushion. 

SUBJECT TO BRITISH THRONE 

In the whirligig that followed Eng¬ 
land ultimately absorbed the Kover- 
«*lgnty and thus became the PelsKWa, 
and the'natural hereditary heir to the 
position is to-day a pensioner of fh* 
British Government. Thus it is that 
the present Geek war of Baroda sits 
on the gadi and not on a throne and 
Is feudatory to George V. as the 
PeishWa.

PelaJI was succeeded by his sou 
DomaJI. the first Gaekwar of Baroda 
who actually sat on the gadi. He 
did not gain the Y>osltlon without a 
sanguinary struggle with PelaJI* a 
brother. Madai. Domajl waa a worthy 
successor of his father and success¬ 
fully continued his policy, establish¬ 
ing Mahratta supremacy throughout 
Ouserat. 

At length he went where an good 
Gaekwar* go. leaving three widow* 

to mourn hla loss./ Thence arose 
complications. Who was toyeucceed 
to the gadi? There was a son, Oo- 
vlnd Rao, by the first wife, and he 
was younger than SyaJI Rao. the 
eldest son of the second wife; this 
one was weak and gentlemlnded. 

A younger uterine brother, however. 
Futte* Sing was a man of shrewd¬ 
ness. energy* and talent. He was able 
to place his brother Myajl Rao on the 
gadi and himself assumed th* 
regency. He Quieted ail the family 
by treating them handsomely and 
ultimately himself became Gaekwar. 
and a good one. 

The present object does not call for 
pore than mere mention of Baroda, 


pAEKWAR, Gaik war. or Gulocowar 
^ * (as officialdom delights to spell 
the word) means "herdsman." 

In India the social and caste sys¬ 
tems are quite irrelative. A high 
caste Brahmin Is often a fakir, that is 
a mendicant; a low caste man may 
be. often is, the powerful ruler of a 
great State. Thus the imperious 
Belndlsh of Gwalior Is a "slipper- 
bearer." the stately Holker is a 
"shepherd;" and the Gaekwar of 
Baroda. ruler of the largest Mahratta 


gaekwar* held their own with the 
beat of them, and it was not long ere 
the rude pillager* developed into 
organised soldiery, and among them 
Slvajl. a gaekwar. became a promi¬ 
nent leader. Hi* succeaaora f«r« 
weak and effeminate, and wily Brah- 
mlna seised the opportunity to estab¬ 
lish themselves successive rulers of % 
large area of country with its capital 
at Poona, Amid the turmoil and tur- 
bulance that followed, the Mahratta 
chiefs (including the gaekwars) were 
reduced to submission, and to a sort 
of allegiance to the Pcishwa’s throno 
at Poona. There were continual 
squabbles between the Pelshwas and 
the Empress of Delhi, and the Mah- 
rattk chiefs were coquetted with by 
both parties. 

GETTING IN THE MONEY 

In the early part of the Eighteenth 
Century a wide-a-wake chief of the 
guekwars. Pelaji by name, did good 
business. Hitherto the Peishwa* 
revenue had been collected for him I 


sponsible, though indirectly, yet 
unmistakably for tbe "Imbroglio” that 
I am now about to describe.
